The date for closing registration for the pri­ 
maries is not far distant. 
In fact, there remains only 
a little over two weeks before the period for regis­ 
tration ends, and there are many hundreds of people 
in Orange comite who will want to vote at the August 
primaries who have not registered. 
No systematic 
effort seems to have been made by any organization 
for registration, and >o far as we can learn no such 
effort G planned for the next two weeks. 
Here and 
there some candidate is seeing that Iii" friends get 
their names on the roll, hut there is no real organ­ 
ized effort being put forth. 
However, registration is 
an individual responsibility. 
It is every citizen s duty 
to see that his or her name is on the great register, 
and to take a part in the primaries that are to he held 
in August. 
The primaries this year are of unusual impor­ 
tance, as the primaries may determine whether or not 
California is to cast its legislative vote in favor of the 
national prohibition amendment. 
I )rdinariiy, the wet 
and dry question G alone sufficient to guarantee a 
heavy registration and a heavy vote. 
That there has 
not been more interest displayed in registration at 
this time may he a matter of regret when the pri­ 
maries are held and it is found that the drys have 
failed to get out a full representation. 
In this county, which is the banner dry-voting 
county in the state in proportion to it" registration, 
there has not been as much need for worry over the 
outcome as there has been in some of the other coun­ 
ties of the state, and possibly that is the reason for 
the apparent apathy that there is in regard to the 
registration. 
State Senator Evans, who represents 
the senatorial district, is avowedly dry. and. being 
a hokbover, we are assured that our representative 
in the state senate is going to vote our sentiments. 
Walter Eden, the only candidate for assemblyman, 
has received the endorsement of the dry forces wher­ 
ever their sentiment has been expressed, and he has 
been from the first out and out in his declaration in 
favor of passing the national prohibition amendment. 
No contest upon that office has arisen, and the dry 
forces of the county are assured that he, in the 
assembly, too. will cast the vote of this district in 
favor of national prohibition. 
There remain, however, two offices to which we 
must turn our attention and to which we must rivet 
our efforts. 
Those two offices ^are governor and 
lieutenant governor. 
W hile the governor will have 
no vote in the legislature, his influence for or against 
the national prohibition amei#lment will doubtless 
have greater weight ’than the influence of any other 
man. 
There may be half a dozen or a dozen legis­ 
lators who will look to the governor for direction 
upon that one subject. 
It is of real importance that 
the head of the state administration be dry. 
The office of lieutenant-governor is of impor­ 
tance because the man who holds that office will pre­ 
side over the state senate, and he will have direct 
influence upon legislation. 
In case of a tie, his will 


Ik* the deciding vote. 
There arose a case in Louis­ 
iana upon this very national amendment in which 
the deciding vote was cast by the lieutenant-governor. 
I lie importance of tile contests for governor and 
for lieutenant-governor may not yet have been im­ 
pressed tijKm many of the dry voters. 
Those offices 
are of great importance, this year upon the dry ques­ 
tion, this year upon the war question and every year 
upon questions of policy in regard to our state gov­ 
ernment. 
Any person who is interested in anything 
that concerns national or state issues ought to reg­ 
ister at once, unless registered since January I, 1918. 
In order to have any voice at the August pri­ 
maries a" to who shall be given nominations for 
governor or lieutenant-governor, a voter must he 
registered with a party designation. 
That is, a per­ 
son registered a^ a Republican can vote to determine 
who shall Ik* the Republican nominees. 
Any person 
who has registered as declining to state can have no 
vote upon nominees for governor, lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor. assemblyman or any other state offices, al­ 
though any person who fails to state party affiliation 
will have the same vote as all other registered voters 
upon judicial, county and township offices. It will he 
those who have stated party affiliation with Hilo 
Republican or Democratic parties who will be able 
to do the most effective work at the August primaries. 
The primaries are to he of unusual importance locally 
because with one or two exceptions every contest for 
county and township offices will be finally settled at 
the primaries.

I wo little details of Secretary Baker’s testi­ 
mony before the house military affairs committee 
give gratifying glimpses into the inner soul of the 
American army.

change the name of the zone behind the armies from

dispatches since the beginning of the war, our.m en 
will not tolerate the name at all. 
“They prefer to 
call it— and make it—‘Yankee land.’ ” 
Ile adds that “a surprisingly large proportion 
of recruits ask to he placed in the most hazardous 
branches of the military service.” 
It is exactly what we might have expected from 
our general knowledge of American youth and from 
all the accounts we have had of the actual fighting 
on our part of the battle front. 
The entire American army is upon its toes, 
eager to dash forward at the crack of the pistol. 
There is no thought of danger or toil or hardship.

War Control of Wires 
4-— ..... ............ From the Long Beach Press

Government control, during the war, of telegraph, 
telephone, cable and wireless system s seems inevitable 
and logical. 
The national governm ent cannot permit 
wire service to be paralyzed or crippled by strikes. 
Nor 
can it permit conditions th at might give the enemy 
access to important military secrets. 
It is probable that 
all forms of telegraphic and telephonic service will be 
taken over by the government, on much the sam e plau 
as the railroads have been. 
While the prospective action in assum ing control 
of telegraphs is explicitly for the period of the war, to 
end a few months after the conclusion of peace, yet it 
may be deemed best, after the close of the war, by 
legislative action wholly independent of what may be 
done now as a war m easure, to take over perm anently 
the telegraph service of the country and operate the 
telegraphs under governm ent auspices, after the m anner 
of the postal service. 
This, however, must depend upon 
developments. 
Public sentim ent will be favorable, there is good 
reason to believe, to governm ent control of wire service 
during the war. 
In truth, this course has been fore­ 
shadowed for some time.

SOLDIERS BENEFIT BY 
NEW ALLOWANCE RULE 


CAMP KEARNY, San Diego. July 
IO.—Reductions in the amounts 
of 
pay many soldiers are required to al­ 
lot to dependent relatives in order 
to obtain Government allowances for 
them and provided in a W ar D epart­ 
ment order effective July 
I, 
were 
made public here, 
Both compulsory 
and voluntary allotments are affected. 
To a certain class of relatives, in­ 
cluding wives and children, soldiers 
have been required to allot part of 
their monthly pay, to which tho Gov­ 
ernment added an allowance varying 
according to the number of benefici­ 
aries in this class. 
Heretofore if the 
amount allowed by the Government to 
relatives of this class exceed $15 the 
soldier had to allot at least $15 a 
month to them. 
Under the new ruling he is requir­ 
ed to allot only $15 in any case, in 
order to obtain the full Government 
allowance for these relatives. 
For another class of dependent or 
partially dependent relatives, includ­ 
ing grandparents, brothers and sis­ 
ters and some others, a soldier m ight 
obtain a Governmental allowance by 
alloting a part of his pay, equal to 
the allowance. 
To obtain such 
al­ 
lowances now he must 
allot 
$15 
a 
month to the beneficiaries unless he 
is making an allotment for the ben­ 
efit of relatives in the first class. In 
such event he need allot but $5, 
or 
$20 to obtain Government allowances 
for both classes of relatives.

The dryers and canneries opened 
last week because fruit is ripening much 
earlier than last year, and a large quanti­ 
ty of the poorer stock was shipped to 
them. 
The government as yet has not 
placed any orders with the farmers for 
this season’s crop. 
Peaches showed a 
Anight Increase because of the large de­ 
mand of the dealers, and also because 
the government Is buying them In large 
quantities to supply our men at the 
front. 
Lemons opened weak on the market 
and took a sharp decline of 50 cents per 
box. making the quotations at the close 
of yesterday’s session as follows: Packed, 
$7.25; loose, $5.50, and juice, $3.50, owing 
to the lurge supply on hand and because 
shipments are expected to continue to 
flood the market. 
Plums were steady, 
and sold nt from $2.25 to $2.50 a lug. 
Little change was made in vegetable 
quotations, with the exception of new 
potatoes, which decreased 5 cents per 
lug. 
Cucumbers also decreased IO cents 
per lug. 
Eggs took an upward bound and ad­ 
vanced 2 cents per dozen, making the 
quotation to retail merchants on case 
count 47 to 48 cents per dozen. ‘Butter 
was steady, and sold to retail merchants 
at from 51 to 52 cents per pound.
